= KILLED HIMSELF 
TO ELUDE POSSE 


Escaped Convict Was Wounded So Se- 
verely That Further Flight 
Was Impossible. 


HANFORD, Cal., April 16—Ray Fahey, 
one of the leaders of the Folsom prison out- 
break, killed himself last night after a des- 
perate battle with a pursuing posse. 

The battle with the escaped convict took 
place in an oper field. ‘The pursuit was 
conducted by Sheriff Buckner, who followed 
the man in an automobile. 

Fahey was one of the fourteen who broke 
jail at Folsom last July. He is the second 
of the fugitives to take his own life after 
finding it impossible to get away. 

Constable Bernstein of Hanford noticed 
Fahey at the railway station. He accoste 
Fahey and attempted to arrest him as a 
vagrant. Fahey drew a revolver and Bern- 
stein called for help. Meanwhile Fahey 
fled. 

A posse headed by 


Sheriff Buckner was 
hurriedly organized and took after the 
convict on bicycles and in automobiles. 
Two miles from Hanford, Fahey was seen 
in an open field. He turned and ire d on the 
officers and then the entire posse shot and 
wounded him in the legs. As he fell the 
convict put his revolver to his head and 
fired a snot that caused instant death. 
The escape in which Fahey figured was 
one of the most remarkable in the history 
of California. With thirteen fellow con- 
victs he forced his way to freedom by 
killing one of the guards and taking the 
warden of the prisor along as a shield. 
The militia was called out, and for several 
weeks the hunt was on. Two militiamen 
were killed. One convict committed suicide 
and four were captured. 


NOTED CAPITOL PAINTER DEAD 


Filippo Costagini Never Completed 
His Famous Historical Fresco 
Because of Congress’ 


Parsimony. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Filippo Costa- 
gini has died before he finished the famous 
fresco frieze in the rotunda of the capitol. 
For 2% years it had been his amb‘tion to 
spend a lifetime painting the great his- 
torical faces of American history into the 
frieze and he came very near succeeding. 
His career is finished, but the b'g fresco 
is not. Between the two ends there is a 
hiatus 50 feet long. 

Costagini was ® years old. He came to 
this country from Italy when a young man, 
and, after painting in New York, Baltimore 
and Philadelphia, he came here as an as- 
sstant and pupil of the famous Brumidi. 
The heirs of Brumidi have asserted for 
many years that they should be paid for 
the idea of the frieze on the ground that 
Brumidi designed it. 

In the Harrison administration, when 
Costagini had gotten his pictorial allegory 
down as late as the Mexican war, Gen. 
Winfield Scott and the discovery of gold 
in California, Congress in some way falied 
to supply the appropriation for payine @os- 
tag‘ni the $10 a day that he had been re- 
ceiving for his work. min fai retired to 
his home on a truck farm in Maryland. He 

waited for the appropriation, but it never 
came, and his death Vednesday found the 
work still uncompleted.

He says the 
House has been so systematically criticised 
for what it hasn't done that the public 
should know what it has accomplished.

520,000 IMMIGRANTS

BUDAPEST. April 14—The Hungarias 
government has concluded a contract with 
the Cunard steamship line to transport 
520,000 immigrants to the United States 
within the next 10 years. 

The terms provide for a 0 years" con- 
tract, terminable by notice at the end of 
five years, or in the event of the emigra- 
tion falling below 60,000 persons it be can- 
celed at the end of the third year. 

In the event of the United States pro- 
hibiting immigration the contract is ipse 
facto void. The Cunard company under- 
takes to make % trips annually from 
Fiume to New York, accommodating 2000 
emigrants per trip. If the total is leas than 
39,000 persons the government agrees to y 
100 kronen (about $20) per head deficit Fre 
government will pay the penalty ie 
it will indicate a falling off in emigration. 

In the lower house of the Hungarian 
Diet today Premier Tisza made a } hy 
Statement regarding the proposed em » 
tion law, which he said would be intro- 
duced in a few days. It was not intended 
to promote emigration, but to surround 
emigrants who gbsolutely refused to re- 
main in Hungary with goversmentad pro- 
tection, and mee in touch with them, with 
the view of their ultimate return.
